A, Why moral! Sentences, though expreffed in 


general Terms, are notwithftanding not univerfally 
truc, we have already explained No. Vol, Hl. 
And that this Sentence of our Saviour is to be un- 
derftond notin an abfolute, but Qualified Sen fe, 1s 
manifeft from the following Reafons. 1ft. By con- 
fidering the poiitive Command that 1s oppofed to 
this Prohibition, Swear not at all, but let your Com- 
munication be Yea, Yea, &e. For by this it appears 
that cur Saviour is here directing us how to govern 
cur common Difcourfe and Converfation 
gether, and therefore the Prohibition in the Begin- 
ing mutt be reftrained to the fame matter. Being 
taken in this, which is undoubtedly tbe true and 
only, Senfe of it, the Prohibition no more Infringes 
the Right which Magiftraces have to impofe Oaths 
on their Subjects in matters of due Importance, 
than his faying in Verfe Thou fhale not 
whefoever kill fall be in Danger of the Fudg- 


ment, reftrains them from Punifhing capital Ofen- 


ders with Death. 2. The Example of Sr. Paul 
and of our Saviour hunfclf proves that Swearing 


upon a fit Occafion is not unlawful, That in matters 


of great concernment St. Pax! who certainly un- 
derftood his Mafter’s Mind in thisparticular, made 
ne {cruple of adding the Confirmation of an Oath, 
the Reader may be farisfied by confutling Gal. 1. 
20. Rom. 1.9. 2 Cor. 23. 2Cor. 31. 
And our Saviour when he ftood before the High- 
Prieft did not refufe to An{wer upon Oath. Matt. 
26. 63. 3. The Lawfulnefs of taking Oaths may 
be proved from the feeming there 
is for .em in Civil Government, Publick Admi- 
niftrat.on of Jeftice, and maintainirg of good 
Order and Peace in Societies, For this Reafua the 
Apofttle tells us, Heb. 6. 16. That-an Oath for 
firmation to Men & the End of all Strife. Hence 
wherever the Notion of a Deity. has taken Place, 
Oaths havebeen uled for the ulrimate Determination 
of Matters in Difference, as being the urmoft Af{- 


furance that Men can give of their Faith and Since- | 


rity : So thar the Enthufiafts among us act Singu- 
larly and without any warrantable Example in 
ftanding out fo ftubbornly againft the wholefome 
Laws of our Country, concerning giving Tefti- 
mony upon Oath. Thele Things confidered. ic 
is apparent our Saviours Prohibition concerns only 
Swearing in our Communication or Ordinary 
Difcourfe together, abour the Unlawfulnefs of 
which there is no Difpure.

A. This is owing to the Spheroidical Figure of 
the Earth, the Diamerer of che Earth drawn 
through its Poles being lefs than what which is 
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drawn in the Plain of che Equator ; for ihe one 
is to the other as 689 is 10 692. Hence the Force 
of Gravity at the Poles muft be greater than at the 
Equator, and confequently a Body will take a 
longer Time to defcend through an Arch of a giv- 
en Circle at the Equator than ar the Poles, As 
then the Earths gravitating Force rowards the E- 
quator decreafes, fo a Pendulum, which in Lan- 
tude vibrares in a Second of Time, muft nearer the 
Equator take a longer time to vibrate in, So again 


the length of Pendulums which perform their vi- 


brations in equal Times in different Latitudes, is 
directly as the accelerating Forces of their Gravi- 
ties. By this,*if we know the length of a Pendu- 
Jum which performs its vibrations in a given Time 
in anyone part of the Earth, it is eafy to deter- 
min the length of a Pendulum which performs 
vibrations in the fame in any orher Part 
of the Earth, Monf? Richer, found by Ob- 
{ervation that a Pendulum which vibrates nds 
at the Ifle of Cayen, which 1s in the Laticude of 
g Degrees, was atenth Part of an Jnch thurter than 
one which vibrates Seconds at Pars, This Odier- 
vation will come very near to a Calculation made 
upon the Grounds we have already laid down.
